IN TRADITIONAL EUROPEAN STYLE 



The tree shown above was made 
by Mrs. BesscU Brown, of Elstern- 
wick, Vic. It Ls a cardboard version 
of the traditional fir tree which is 
used in Europe, 

Queen Victoria's husband. Prime Albert, 
introduced this and other German Christ- 
mas customs to England, 

Mr?. Brown has cre;urd u snow effect 
on the end? uf thr hntnrhes with white 
lacquer. While the lacquer is stil! tacky 
it is sprinkled with gold sparkle to give 
an even nx>rr realistic effect. . 

Materials: 2 large sheets of thick card- 
board or pulp heard. 3 tini lacquer li-pint 
size) in red. pine -green, and white, I small 
packet lixe, 1 3 yds, narrow jtold gau/r 
ribbon, wooden' rod l^in. diameter Rin. 
long, about 100 unall flat sea shrill, metal 
flower-pot Sin. high (red or ^old ) or ^Ikn, 
empty tin lacquered red, gold sequins, 1 
phial gold sparkle, 1 tube of glue, 4 cups 
plaster of parii, brown water paint, 

Make tiny bows from ! j!vds of the ribljon 
cut into (iin. lengthi (72). Lacquer outside 
of shells red. Mark and cut the cardboard 
into 6 sh.iprd pieces as iu diagram below 
right. Cover with size, on both sides, hang 
to dry by a string threaded through "tail.™ 
When shells arc dry stick 2 or 9 sequins to 
each shell l-icqurr the tin if not uiing 
flower -pot. 

Next day, when lire is dry. Apply green 
lacquer to both sides and edges of each 
tree shape and hang to dry again. A few 
houri Inter paint on whitr lacquer to kiok 
like inow on edge of branches. While white 
lacquer is still tacky, sprinkle with cold 
sparkle and allow lo dry. 



Sjw three slots across the end of the 
wooden rod so they intersect at the centre 
and go to a depth of Zin. These slots must 
be widr enough lo slide tree shapes into 
them. When cut, paint top 2 in. of wooden 
rod green and paint Lower part brown 

Stick shells and bows to each tide of 6 
tree shapes (about 8 thclb and 6 bows to 
a tide). Place rod upright in the flnwrr-pot, 
setting it in plaster of parin 

.Allow plaster to set hard; paim pale 
brown. When dry, and glued dec '•rations 
on tree have set, cut tail* off trrr shapes 
and slide shapes into the grooves of the 
tt« trunk (wooden rod) until they touch in 
the centre. Anchor them together at top 
with florist's wire threaded through tiny 
Iwles iu the tips. Finally cover this wired 
section with a top-knot made with the 
other yard of scold ribbon looped into u 
rosette.

NOVEL TREES 
TO MAKE 

. . . concluded 

VICTORIAN STYLE (right) 

Idea! to use with period furniture, 
the broderie anglaise tree, at right, was 
made by Mrs. J. Ettleson, of Toorak, 
Vic. 

Materials: 1yd, soft chicken wire .Vdu. wide, 
12yds. broderie anglais? 'Jin. wide, 3D posies of 
roses, fbrget-rne-tiais, and daisies, 30 black satin 
bows in narrow ribbon, 2tt uKri tinsel circle* 
1 in-, in diameter 4 -dozen small crystal drops, 
cardboard, and glue. 

The rrcc stands 3ft. Gin. high complete on 
the base, which was a ruby glass vase. 

Mould chic ten wire into a. cone shape, 
bending in all sharp edges and rolling wire 
underneath, to form a firm base the sire of the 
vase top. Cut cardboard into a circle to fit 
firmly into this base and glue it in. 

Cut broderie anglaise into 7yd. length} and 
run gathering th read along edge of each 
length. Put through a stiff starch and when 
ironed attach each length with a pm to thr 
bottom of the wire cone and wind round and 
round until the peak of the cone is reached. 
Thert fold neatly at the top and pin securely. 

With fine florist wire, bind small bunches 
of mixed How en into posies arid pin at intervals 
on to starched frills to covet tree. At the h&se 
of each posy bin a black satin bow and here 
and there * small tinsel circle. When these are 
in position, sew crystal dmps on to the extreme 
edge of the frills in scattered places around 
the tree. 

Put glue round rim of vase and fix to 
cardboard base of tree. Leave to dry. 



CHRISTMAS CONE (left) 

Mrs. D. M. Paui, of CamberwelL, 

Vic, chose a lampshade theme for her 

cone-shaped trie, shown below at left. 

Material*: Wire frame the shape of a tree 
or cone-style lampshade with 6 wire supports, 
iitvrr paint, 2in. circle of wood for tree base, 
I rull red nbbon 4 in. wide, t roll green ribbon 
iin. wide, 2 rolls silver or aluminium tinsel 
{about 15ft), 2 bundles artificial holly berries, 
1 targe silver bauble, needle and thread, fine 
wire, t large red plastic 6in. flower-pot and 
saucer, lumps of lead, stones, small pieces of 
quartz, sand, Chris tmas novelties such as 
flowers made from tweets, baubles, etc, Christ- 
mas bells, green and red ribbon rosette with 
tails . 

Apply lilvrr paint to wire frame and allow 
to dry. Wind green ribbon round central 
trunk Cover cross bar in same way. Sew ted 
ribbon to top of frame, stretch to under bottom 
ring and bark to top and sew firmly to keep 
in position, allowing for two red rows between 
each wire support. Complete twelve red rows 
around tree Attach silver tinsel to top of 
tree and wind round lix wire supports, finally 
round circumference of tree. Make twelve 
red ribbon bows and six green ones and 
attach red bows at base of red ribbon and 
green ones at base of silver rows. 

At top of tree make a red and green rosette 
and attach. On silver rows attach small groups 
of holly berries at intervals and place some 
on green ribbon bows. Make hole in wooden 
base and insert trunk into it- Anchor base of 
tree to bottom of pot with lead, stone, and 
■and. Cover with small pieces of quarts. 

Stick novelties into pot at base of tree 
and attach Christmas bells and ribbon rosette 
under the centre of the tree. Complete by 
placing silver bauble on top ot ribbon rOfelte 
with wire threaded into it and through the 
top of tree.
